East Oakland and the northern of the 
estuary, striking Third street in Oak- 
land proper -anu following that street 
until Union street is reached. 
From 


Union street tie proposed road will 
run over private property to the water 
front. 
The 
Terminal 
Company has 


purchased 130 acres at this point, and 
it was explained last night would es- 
tablish shops and yards at that point, 
as w|ll as operate its ferry from there. 


It was signed by tnore 
than two- 


thirds of the property-owners afong the 
proposed route, and opposed by a pro- 
test signed by a very small minority. 
W. J. Bartnett and T. Ordvvay Sadluir, 
president and secretary ot the com- 
pany, signed the application in behalf 
of the corporation. 


AVhile the new company only agrees 


to construct a line from the Oakland 
\vater front to connect with the San 
Francisco and San Joaquin 
Railroad, 


which runs from Stockton to the Tesla

street, 
yesterday. 
Whether he 
was 


murdered or fell, the police have not 
yet 
determined. 
Conflicting 
stories, 


such as would 
naturally 
follow 
an 


event in which criminal responsibility 
must be placed, are 
told, but 
there 


seems to be no doubt that Mr. Fish 
had a quarrel with a private detective 
named Thomas J. Sharkey, who joined 
the banker at a table, where he had 
been for several hours drinking with 
Mrs. Libby J. Phillips and Nellie Ca- 
sey. 


'Mrs. Phillips, 3S years old: Mrs, Ca- 


sey, 
30, and Sharkey, 48, a private de- 


tective, were arrested early today in 
connection with-the case. 


Accordl^p to the police, Mr. Fish en- 


tered Erhardt's saloon, 25 West Thir- 
ty-fourth street, yesterday afternoon, 
with Mrs. 
Phillips and Mrs. 
Casey. 


The police say thru Mrs. Phillips knew 
who Fish was, but that neither Mrs. 
Casey or Sharkey, who subsequently 
joined the party, were aware of his 
Identity. The 'police say that Fish did 
most of the buying.' 
He discovered 


that his money was exhausted and an- 
nounced that be would have ^o draw 
a check. 
Sharkey, ignorant of Fish's 


Identity, questioned his ability to make 
his check good. Pish, it is said, took 
offense at this and angry words en- 
sued. Then, according to the 
police, 


some one slapped Fish's face. One of 
the women, clinging to • Fish's arm, 
dragged him to- the sidewalk. 


The .-police say that Sharkey attempt- [ 


ed to get at. Fish, but was for a mo- I 
ment restrained by the other woman. 
He finally went out of the saloon and 


and he was bareheaded. 
There was 


a scuffle, by whom commenced is not 
known. 
Fish fell 
or 
was 
knocked 


down, his head striking a flagstone. 
Just before the scuffle, Mrs. Casey, be- 
coming 
alarmed, hurriedly 
left 
the 


party. Sharkey boarded a street car. 
He was closely followed by Mrs. Phil- 
lips, who was carrying his hat. Fish 
was lying unconscious on the sidewalk 
when a policeman appeared. 
Fish's 


identity was not learned until the hos- 
•pltal was 
reached and 
his 
clothing, 


searched. He was entered as a private' 
patient. 


Mrs. Casey", Mrs. Phillips and Shar- 


key were arraigned today in the police 
court and wei-f.held for the Coroner. 


Coroner Jackson 
held 
Sharkey 
in 


$10,000 ball and Mrs. Phillips and Mrs. 
Casey in $500 bail each as witnesses. 


Sharke/ made the following state- 


ment preliminary to his arraignment: 


"I went into Erhardt's and saw two 


women with whom I am acquainted. 
They called out when they saw me, 
'Come over, and have, a drink.' I went 
over and sat down with them, and af- 


ing there. 
We had a few w-ords and 


all at once he drew off with his arm 
and struck me. 
Then we both gol up. 


I went out one doijr and he the other. 
He must have stumbled down the steps 
and fallen in going out." 


Coroner Jackson made an examina-

fracture of the skull had been found. 
He believed death had been due 
to 


paralysis 'of

blow on the left side of the fa.ce or 
head. He thought that if Mr. Fish had 
fallen on a step or pavement and been 
injured, the skull would probably have 
been fractured. The Coroner said that 
a knockout bjow usually caused para- 
lysis or concussion of the brain. 
The 


•pupil of Mr. Fish's right eye was dilat- 
ed, while the left was contracted and 
that, the Coroner said,»was a symptom 
of parafe-sls of the brain. 


Dr. CrHanlon, Coroner's 
physician, 


performed an aute-psy on the body of 
Mr. Fish. 
He found that death was 


encountered
